Bell is expected to be at the camp 
at noon. The camp will move into the 
Powell County High School cafeteria for 
Bell’s appearance. 

“We are glad to see things get going 
and we are hoping that the kids have 
fun all week,” Stacy Crase, one of the 
founding members who worked hard to 
bring a YMCA to the county. 

The YMCA is also planning other 
events for later in the fall, including flag 
football. It is a hope of the group that 
one day a center can either be built or 
located in a building in the county. But 
Crase and others believe that could be a 
while off before that will happen. 

For now the camp is their focus. “We 
just pray it goes well and everyone has 
fun,” Crase said.

Red River softball wins 
State Tournament 


10-11 year olds capture title in league’s fifth year

For some leagues it may 
take decades to even be 
competitve in the Little 
League International's 
tournament play. But 
for the Red River Little 
League Softball girls it 
only took five years to win 
a state title. 

The league's 10-11 year 
old all-stars captured 
the title after beating 
North Oldham in a best 
two-out-of-three series. 
The Kentucky State 
Softball Little League 
Tournament is being 
played in Winchester. 
The other divisions being 
played there are the 9-10 
year olds and 11-12 year 
olds. Red River had to 
battle hot temperatures, 
so hot the teams would 
play two innings and take 
a 10 minute break before 
resuming. They also 
had to overcome several 
delays, including rain. 

But the wait was well 
worth it. 

Red River opened the 
tournament last Saturday 
staying close and even 
leading North Oldham 
late in the game. But the 
heat was too much and 


they fell 19-9 in the first 
game. They regrouped 
to win the next game, a 
game that took two days 
to complete due to the 
weather. They won that 
game 26-16 over North 
Oldham, setting up the 
third and decisive game. 

Red River had no trou¬ 
ble in game three. They 
pounded the ball and took 
advantage of miscues to 
win the game 13-0 in four 
innings. 

Because Little League 
does not have a World 
Series for the age group, 
the team will relish in 
the fact they won the 
state. They become the 
first boys or girls team 
in Powell County to win 
the Little League State 
Championship. A ban¬ 


ner was presented to the 
team to be flown at the 
field next year. Each girl 
signed the banner. 

The team members are: 
Emily Branham, Baylee 
Brewer, Haley Smith, 
Olivia Nickell, Alexis 
Hall, Gracelynn Trent, 
Haleigh Bauer, Blake 
Gross, Maykala Hall and 
Lindsey Willoughby. They 
were coached by Doug 
Brewer, David Smith and 
Shane Trent. 

The Red River Junior 
League All-Stars, ages 12- 
14, will be playing in the 
state tournament for that 
division. That tournament 
is slated to begin July 21 
in Columbia, which is in 
Adair County.

Lifeline Pack-a-Thon to help fight hunger in Haiti

Many of us wonder, from 
time to time, what could 
we do to help those less 
fortunate than ourselves? 
Just two years ago when 
Haiti was devastated by 
a 7.0 magnitude earth¬ 
quake, many in the com¬ 
munity joined together to 
help raise money. 

A lot of that money 
went to help Children’s 
Lifeline Ministries, which 
is based in Clay City. The 
ministry takes care of 
children and families in 
Haiti and has for many 
years. They help to feed, 
educate and provide med¬ 
ical and everyday servic¬ 
es to over 7,000 people. 
They even have a school 



in Haiti. 

Children’s Lifeline 
President Donald Curtis 
has personally taken sev¬ 
eral mission teams from 
Powell County to Haiti 
to help there. But many 
of us cannot make that 
trip. 

So how can we help? 

This Saturday the min¬ 
istry has partnered with 
Kids Against Hunger to 
put on a pack-a-thon. 

Ministry workers, volun¬ 
teers and the KAH will 
pack meals to send to 
Haiti. Their goal is to 
pack 40,000 meals. 

“This is the first time 
we have partnered up 
with KAH. They have a

and I know they have Children's Lifeline President Donald Curtis with the KAH 
helped so many over the me als that will be packaged on Saturday, 
years,” Curtis said. 



The group was incorpo¬ 
rated in 1999 and their 
international headquar¬ 
ters is in a Minneapolis 
suburb. They have 98 sat¬ 
ellite packing locations in 
the U.S. and Canada. The 
food they package has 
been sent to 62 countries, 
most of them considered 
third world nations. 

“The meals are rice 
with soy, which is 52 per¬ 
cent protein and contains 
21 vitamins and minerals 
needed,” Curtis said as 
he described the packag¬ 
es. “They also have seven 
vegetables. They are basi¬ 
cally miracles, as I have 
seen them literally save 
lives. Children who were 
about to die from hunger 
have been saved by these 
meals.” 

Curtis knows that some 


people may never get the 
chance or be able to actu¬ 
ally go to Haiti to help. 

“This gives people a 
chance to help out right 
here,” he said. “We have 
100 volunteers from all 
over the state coming in 
to help on Saturday. We 
can use as many who 
want to come out and 
help. It is a way to make 
a difference and saving 
lives.” 

For those who cannot 
make it on Saturday, 
there is a way you can 
still help. According to 
KAH the meals cost 25 
cents each. One package, 
which contains six meals, 
will run about $1.50 and

Facebook helps lead police to 
drug dealing at Lil' Abners Motel

A tip from Facebook helped lead police 
to making a drug bust at a local motel. 
The raid led to five arrests, including a 
father and his two sons. 

Powell County Deputy Matt Reed told 
the Times that someone had caught 
their wife using drugs and found out she 
had bought them at Lil 1 Abner's Motel 
in Slade. That subject then notified the 
motel's management through Facebook. 
That is when police were called in. 

Officers from the sheriffs depart¬ 
ment, Clay City and Stanton Police 
Departments and the Kentucky State 
Police converged on the small motel at 1 
a.m. Monday morning. They found five 
people either inside or hanging around 
outside of a room. 

With consent officers checked each 
individual and the room. They found 
various pills and empty bottles. The 
empty bottles reportedly had just been 
filled less than a week before. 

"They should have still had medica¬ 
tion in them," Reed said. "One of the 
men told us he was selling and so was 
his girlfriend." 


To make matters more interesting 
that man, Roy Dunn, Jr., 30, of Campton, 
allegedly told officers that he got the 
pills from his doctor and that his mother 
paid $200 for them. He then reportedly 
gave her half the pills for the $200. 

Dunn's girlfriend, Leona Terry, 37, of 
Campton, was also arrested. They were 
both charged with trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance first and third degree. 

Police also arrested Dunn's brother, 
Daniel Dunn, 41, of Campton. He was 
found in the room and had one and half 
Xanax in his front watch pocket. Also 
arrested was Roy Dunn, 73, of Lee City. 
Dunn was also in the room and police 
say he had a botle with a few pills in 
them. It is not clear if he had prescrip¬ 
tions for them. Both of the Dunn's were 
charged with possession of a controlled 
substance third degree. 

Police also arrested Penny Hall, 46, 
of Jeffersonville. Hall was just outside 
the room when officers arrived. Police 
say she failed field sobriety tests and 
was charged with public intoxication- 
controlled substance. 

All five were lodged in the Powell 
County Detention center.

Ethics commission says 
former PVA violated code 

11 PVA's across state found to have violated state ethics code

An ethics investigation 
that has spanned near¬ 
ly five years has finally 
came to an end, for now. 
A former Powell County 
PVA, along with 10 oth¬ 
ers across the state were 
under investigation for 
violating the Executive 
Branch Code of Ethics 
under KRS 11 A. 

The Kentucky 

Executive Branch Ethics 
Commission released 
their final order on July 
2 stating that former 
Powell County PVA Betty 
Atkinson was “found to 
have violated” the eth¬ 
ics law. The order, which 
was released following a 
full evidentiary hearing 
and the issuance of a rec¬ 
ommended order by an 
impartial hearing officer, 
stated that Atkinson's 
hiring of her daughter 
was the issue. 

The order stated that 
Atkinson used her offi¬ 
cial position to obtain 
“financial gain” for a fam¬ 
ily member. The commis¬ 
sion said that violated 
the ethics code when she 
hired her daughter, and 
ultimately promoted her 
to be her chief deputy. 

Atkinson was just one 


of 11 PVA's across the 
state that was being 
investigated beginning in 
2007. Of the other 10, all 
of them have been found 
to be in violation of the 
ethics code. 

Current PVA's that 
were listed as being in 
violation were Joyce 
Parker of Laurel County, 
Roger Tomes of Grayson 
County, James Wooten 
of Leslie County, Phillip 
Mobley of Clay County, 
Bradford Bailey of 
Barren County and Vicky 
Reynolds of Hart County. 
Former Fayette County 
PVA Renee True and for¬ 
mer Harlan County PVA 
Felicia Wooten were also 
found to be in violation. 

True, Reynolds, Tomes 
and Bailey each reached 
a settlement agreement. 
True, Bailey and Reynolds 
will pay a $2,000 civil 
penalty, while Tomes 
will pay $1,000. Felicia 
Wooten will not have 
to pay any penalty. The 
commission suggests that 
Shields, who hired her 
husband and made him 
chief deputy, as well as 
James Wooten, who hired 
his daughter, to pay a 
$4,000 civil penalty. The 
maximum is $5,000 

The violations ranged 
from hiring their chil¬ 


dren, mothers, husbands 
and wives. They also 
dealt with promoting 
family members to high¬ 
er paying positions. When 
the investigation was 
announced in September 
of2008, the group of PVA's 
attorney, Luke Morgan of 
Lexington, stated that 
the group had done noth¬ 
ing wrong. Morgan stat¬ 
ed that most, if not all, 
of the hiring's had been 
approved by the state's 
department of revenue. 

The PVA in each county 
is elected, but due to being 
under the umbrella of the 
state's revenue cabinet; 
they are the only elected 
office that has to abide 
by the Executive Branch 
Code of Ethics. 

The commission orders 
that Atkinson, who 
retired from her position 
effective Aug. 31, 2008, 
pay a $2,000 civil pen¬ 
alty. 

Atkinson does have 
the right to appeal the 
ethics commission's find¬ 
ings and order in circuit 
court. 

The Times did not con¬ 
tact Atkinson for a com¬ 
ment since legal action 
is still a possibility. The 
report only gave the com¬ 
mission's findings and no 
rebuttal.

Protecting our veterans

I would not be where 
I am today had my fam¬ 
ily not benefited from the 
GI Bill. After returning 
from service in Germany, 
my father put himself 
through law school at 
night while working as a 
public school teacher and 
football coach by day. The 
GI Bill allowed my father 
to build a brighter future 
for our family. 

Since 2008 when 
Congress enacted the 
Post 9/11 GI Bill, veter¬ 
ans have had access to 
billions of dollars in addi¬ 
tional educational ben¬ 
efits. While providing an 
invaluable service, the 
Post 9/11 GI Bill has also 
made our service men and 
women a target of some 
unscrupulous marketers 
tied to the for-profit col¬ 
lege industry, which may 
be more concerned about 
getting its hands on GI 
Bill funds than in educat¬ 
ing servicemembers and 
their families. 

The for-profit college 
industry's aggressive and 
deceptive recruitment of 
veterans continues to be 
a top concern of mine as I 


lead a 30-state bipartisan 
working group examining 
potential abuses within 
the industry. I'm pleased 
to report a recent victory 
for veterans against these 
predatory practices. 

On June 27, my office 
filed a settlement in 
Franklin Circuit Court 
on behalf of 20 states 
against QuinStreet, Inc., 
the owner and operator 
of the website GIBill.com. 
As part of this settlement, 
QuinStreet will turn 
over GIBill.com to the 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs, which will use 
the website to promote 
the GI Bill program and 
educate servicemembers 
about their benefits. 

Additionally, the com¬ 
pany will cease using 
the term GIBill in any of 
its domain names, pro¬ 
vide disclaimers on its 
websites and it will pay 
$2.5 million to the states 
to settle allegations of 
deceptive marketing and 
advertising. Kentucky 
will receive $325,000. 

We began looking at 
QuinStreet's GIBill. 
com nearly a year ago. 
With images of men 
and women in uniform, 
GIBill.com looked like it 
could be owned or oper¬ 
ated by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment. A review of more 
than 8,000 emails to and 
from California-based 
QuinStreet made it obvi¬ 
ous that a significant 
number of individuals 
thought they were com¬ 
municating with the gov¬ 
ernment. Some emails 
even contained Social 
Security numbers and 
requests from veterans 
about Veterans Affairs' 
accounts and benefits. 

We were also troubled 
by the colleges listed as 
“GI Bill Schools.” All

were for-profit schools, 
giving the impression 
that those were the only 
schools that accepted GI 
Bill benefits. 

GIBill.com wasn't 
a website designed to 
assist veterans, it was 
designed to prey on them 
and generate leads for 
for-profit college recruit¬ 
ers. QuinStreet's actions 
were unconscionable, 
deceptive and violated 
our Consumer Protection 
laws. 

Our veterans fight 
for these benefits. They 
defend us for these ben¬ 
efits. And like my father, 
they can build a better 
life with these benefits. 

I appreciate the assis¬ 
tance we've received on 
this issue from many of 
my colleagues, includ¬ 
ing Illinois Attorney 
General Lisa Madigan 
and Delaware Attorney 
General Beau Biden, who 
is also a veteran. 

I am also grateful for 
the support of Senators 
Tom Harkin, Dick 
Durbin, Kay Hagan and 
Richard Blumenthal, the 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs and the Consumer 
Financial Protection 
Bureau's Holly Petraeus, 
all of whom were by my 
side as I announced this 
multistate settlement. 

This is an issue of pub¬ 
lic trust for consumers 
and veterans. Be assured, 
we will be monitoring the 
terms of this settlement. 
If QuinStreet doesn't 
comply, there will be con¬ 
sequences. 

As we celebrate the 4th 
of July holiday, I hope 
you will join me in giving 
thanks to our soldiers and 
veterans who have risked 
their lives to defend our 
independence.

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40 new troopers hit the roads

The Kentucky State 
Police Academy presented 
diplomas to 40 new troop¬ 
ers at ceremonies held 
today in Frankfort. Their 
addition to the force brings 
the agency's strength to a 
total of 948 troopers serv¬ 
ing the citizens of the 
Commonwealth. 

The new troopers were 
part of the agency's 
third Law Enforcement 
Accelerated Program 
(LEAP), a condensed 
course for current police 
officers who have three 
years of Kentucky Police 
Officer Professional 
Standards (POPS) law 
enforcement experience. 
They started an 11-week 
training cycle on April 
15, 2012 in a class that 
consisted of 48 cadets. 
Eight resigned during the 
weeks of constant mental 
and physical challenges 
that followed. 

The training included 
more than 1,000 hours of 
classroom and field study 
in subjects such as consti¬ 
tutional law, juvenile and 
traffic law, use of force, 
weapons training, defen¬ 
sive tactics, first aid, high 
speed vehicle pursuit, 
criminal investigation, 
computer literacy, hostage 


negotiations, evidence col¬ 
lection, radio procedures, 
search and seizure, crash 
investigation, drug iden¬ 
tification, traffic control, 
crowd control, armed rob¬ 
bery response, land navi¬ 
gation, electronic crimes, 
sex crimes, hate crimes, 
domestic violence, bomb 
threats and hazardous 
materials. 

“Governor Beshear con¬ 
tinues to show his sup¬ 
port for the Kentucky 
State Police and keeping 
our rural communities 
safe by allowing us to 
continue running cadet 
classes during these 
tough budgetary times,” 
said KSP Commissioner 
Rodney Brewer. “These 
40 new troopers have 
demonstrated that they 
possess the perseverance 
and expertise needed to 
serve the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky and we're 
pleased to welcome them 
to the prestigious ranks 
of the Thin Gray Line.” 

Justice and Public 
Safety Cabinet Secretary 
J. Michael Brown 
addressed the cadets 
and noted that they 
have served in 28 dif¬ 
ferent law enforcement 
agencies throughout the 


Commonwealth and col¬ 
lectively represent 215 
years of law enforcement 
experience. “But what 
makes them different now 
is the patch they wear on 
their shoulders and the 
word 'Trooper.'” 

“The Kentucky State 
Police is often described 
as the Thin Gray Line,” 
he said, “but don't mis¬ 
take that as a weak 
gray line. Thin is used 
because we often only see 
the edge of the sword. 
Although they cover the 
entire state, you often 
only see one or two at a 
time. What you don't see 
is the length and depth of 
the sword and you don't 
often realize how deeply 
that sword will cut if it 
becomes necessary.” 

“Their numbers are 
not as great as they have 
been in the past, but their 
quality and commitment 
has never been better,” he 
added. “The line is long 
and it may appear thin, 
but it is endless.” 

The new troopers will 
be supervised by a train¬ 
ing officer for six to eight 
weeks after reporting to 
their post duty assign¬ 
ments.

We appreciate the rain; beware of Blossom End Rot

Blossom End What??? 

Several calls and hand¬ 
held samples of bad toma¬ 
toes have come into the 
Extension Office in the 
past few days. It seems 
tomatoes are taking their 
slow and easy time of rip¬ 
ening this summer and 
oftentimes, the first ones 
are flat and black on the 
bottom, and are com¬ 
pletely non-edible. This is 
a very common problem 
this summer and you are 
not alone in finding them 
out in your garden. This 
problem is called Blossom 
end rot and is much due 
to wet weather and then 
dry weather, basically a 
moisture problem. 

Blossom End rot is a 
common malady in a dry 
season. it is caused by 
a lack of calcium being 
absorbed into the tomato 
plant. In most cases it 
is not an indication that 
there is not enough cal¬ 
cium, but that it is so 
dry that the calcium can¬ 
not be absorbed into the 
plant. Irregular water¬ 
ing is basically the cause 
for the disease and usu¬ 
ally only affects the first 
fruits of the summer. 

Some gardeners apply 
calcium chloride to plants 
but I would be safe to say 
that most of the blossom 
end rot problem is behind 
us as temperatures warm 
up and soil moisture mod¬ 
erates. We probably will 
not see much blossom 
end rot the rest of the 
season. Gardeners can 
also spray with a prod¬ 
uct called “blossom end 
rot stop spray”, which is 
basically a calcium prod¬ 


uct. Gardeners who com¬ 
monly have this problem, 
year after year, will want 
to take a soil sample of 
their garden this fall. In 
extreme cases, liming a 
soil can help prevent this 
problem in next year's 
tomato crop. Blossom 
end rot can happen to 
even the best gardener, 
especially when we have 
a season like this one. 

Thank Goodness for 
the Rain! 

Sunday night's 1.5 
inches out on Cane Creek 
really made a difference 
in our local crops and 
gardens. Hopefully we 
will not see another week 
like we saw last week 
with temperatures each 
day sitting right at or 
above 100 degrees, then 
this particular article will 
not be necessary for your 
garden. But summer is 
just beginning and it will 
be hot again, I am sure. 

When summer weather 
heats up with no sign of 
rain, gardeners hook up 
the water hose to give 
their thirsty landscapes 
a drink. It seems like a 
simple task, but there are 
some ways to ensure you 
get the most from your 
efforts. 

Plants benefit more 
from occasional heavy 
watering than from fre¬ 
quent shallow watering. 
Water equal to about 1 
inch of rain penetrates 
the soil to a depth of 
about 6 inches which is 
enough to sustain most 
plants for a week. Light 
watering generally wets 
the soil to a depth of only 
an inch or less. This top 
inch of soil may hold 
some of the plant's roots, 
but it will dry very rap¬ 
idly. 

That means the water 
is not available to the 
plant for very long. It is 
much more effective to 
water less frequently and 
more thoroughly. During 
hot weather, some plants 
will wilt toward the end 
of the day - this is nor¬ 


mal even if the soil has 
enough moisture. Look 
at plants in the morn¬ 
ing for signs of drought 
stress (wilting, cupping 
of leaves, rolling of grass 
blades) and apply water 
when these signs are 
present. Wait until the 
next morning if you only 
see these signs at night. 

When you need to 
water your landscape, 
use a hose attachment to 
apply water to the base of 
the plant. A nozzle with 
multiple settings breaks 
the water into finer drop¬ 
lets that soak more eas¬ 
ily into the soil. Apply 
water for several minutes 
before moving the hose 
to the next area. You can 
check with a hand spade 
to see how far down the 
soil has gotten moist. Try 
to apply enough water to 
soak to a depth of 6 inch¬ 
es. 

Soaker or drip hoses 
also are efficient and 
effective ways to water 
large areas. Plan to run 
this type of irrigation 
system for several hours 
to accomplish a thorough 
watering. 

Morning is the best 
time to take care of 
any overhead watering. 
This gives wet foliage a 
chance to dry in the sun. 
Flowers, leaves and stems 
that stay wet for several 
hours can have a higher 
incidence of disease.

Ironweed Control in 
Pastures 

Tall Ironweed is one 
of the more commonly 
found weeds in grazed 
pasture fields and other 
non-cropland areas In 


Kentucky. Tall ironweed 
is ranked as the most 
troublesome and third- 
most common weed found 
in grazed pastures. The 
quantity of grass avail¬ 
able for grazing can be 
substantially reduced in 
pastures by the presence 
of tall ironweed because 
of its unpalatability to 
livestock. This further 
leads to an increase in 
tall ironweed populations 
over time as animals 
graze and selectively 
avoid this weed. 

Mowing alone can help 
sup-press top growth of 
tall iron-weed plants, but 
does not reduce plant 
populations. Mowing or 
clipping pasture fields, 
which is often per-formed 
once per year, can also 
lead to more multi¬ 
stemmed tall ironweed 
plants. Whereas, using 
a timely herbicide appli¬ 
cation in problem fields 
is one method to effec¬ 
tively reduce tall iron- 
weed populations. Based 
on several field research 
studies tall ironweed pop¬ 
ulations can be reduced 
80 to 95 percent the year 
following herbicide treat¬ 
ment when combined 
with other management 
strategies. 

A herbicide-based 
control program for tall 


ironweed in grazed pas¬ 
tures may require a 12- 
to 18- month time period 
to reduce tall ironweed 
populations and allow for 
reestablishment of clo¬ 
ver. Tall iron-weed con¬ 
trol should start in early 
to mid-July by mowing 
emerged tall ironweed 
stems. Mowing removes 
top growth of currently 
emerged plants which 
often have older, tat¬ 
tered leaves. This also 
forces the plant to use 
more stored energy from 
its roots to develop new 
shoots. 

When plants regrow 
10 to 20 inches in height 
(generally in mid to late 
August) the younger 
stems and leaves are 
more conducive for her¬ 
bicide uptake. In August 
or by early September 
apply a pasture herbicide 
containing either triclo- 
pyr (eg. PastureGard, 
Crossbow, etc.) or amino- 
pyralid (eg. Fore-Front, 
etc.) as a broadcast treat¬ 
ment. Although mid¬ 
summer (June and July) 
treatments can provide 
good control, better her¬ 
bicide movement to the 
root system occurs with 
perennial weeds such as 
tall ironweed with late 
summer applications. 
Consult product label or 


Extension bulletins for 
recommended use rates 
for herbicides. 

One of the drawbacks 
to the application of 
broadleaf pasture her¬ 
bicides is that they can 
impact desirable clover 
stands. Emerged clover 
within the treated areas 
of the field are likely to 
be killed. Consult the her¬ 
bicide label of the prod¬ 
uct used for minimum 
reseeding intervals for 
clovers and other desir¬ 
able forage grasses. Also, 
observe other pre-cau¬ 
tions prior to application. 

This approach for tall 
iron-weed control is best 
suited for fields with 
moderate to heavy tall 
ironweed populations. 
For lighter infestations 
levels, a spot treatment 
of individual plants may 
be warranted to keep 
tall ironweed popula¬ 
tions from becoming a 
major problem. Use of 
rope wick applicators 
and roller wipers have 
also been evaluated for 
tall ironweed control as a 
method to minimize inju¬ 
ry to clover. However, the 
results have consistently 
been less successful than 
broadcast herbicide treat¬ 
ments for control of tall 
ironweed.
